Considering its age and the poverty 
of the parish, the old church has 
been maintained in excellent condi- 
tion, while it abounds in interesting 
memorials. Besides the tomb of Sir 
Robert de Shurland, there are monu- 
ments of. Sir Thomas Cheyne, who 
died in 1559, and two others, represent- 
ing departed knights, whose names, 
unfortunately, are. unknown, - but 
which, from the style of the sculp- 
ture, are supposed to date from the 
fifteenth century. 

Most famous of all, however, are 
the two brasses of Sir John de North- 
Joan de Badlesmere, 
Bis wife, which are declared by anti- 
quarians to be without equal in Eu- 
rope. The date of their execution is 
1925 A. D., and the knight is repre- 
sented as having been twice on cru- 
sades to the Holy Land. Antiquarians 
have traveled from all over the world 
to see these brasses, which are in an 
excellent state of preservation.

LONDON IN 1960. 


First City of the World With Sixteen 
Million Inhabitants. 


The London Metropolitan Water 
Board is engaged in be | to solve 
the great problem of the first city’s 
water supply fifty years hence, when 
the population within its area will be 
more than doubled. As a step to- 
wards the solution of the problem the 
board is now erecting in various 
of London large storagé reservoirs. 

The experts of the Water Board 
calculate that iy Sap the population 
of London will 8,000,000, and that 
by the year 1960 it will be 16,000,000. 
Whence is to come the unpolluted 
water to anprey that vast eaqregecon 
of human beings? That is the very 
serious question which it is necessary 
for the present authorities to answer 
nerations, 

Mr. G. G. Easton, Mayor of Ful- 
ham and a member of the London 
Water Board, said that the matter 
was receiving the very earnest atten- 
tion of the “At present,” he 
said, “‘London’s water comes princi- 

ally from the Thames, taken out 

tween Hampton and Staines. It is 
possible that with the increase of peo- 
ple and new means of communication 
the Thames Valley may have a popu- 
lation of two millions. 

“‘Will it then be possible to draw 
upon that necessarily polluted water 
for a supply? Shall we have to go 
further up the river for it? If so, 
how far up the river will it be prac- 
ticable for us to go? Those are some 
of the questions we have to deal with, 
Fifty-five. per cent. of our water 
comes from the Thames, about 20 per 
cent. from the Lea, and something un- 
der 30 per cent. is pumped from wells. 


“The suggested solution of the ig 


blem of the future,” continued 
Easton, “was to secure water from 
the rivers at flood time and store it 
Already. great reservoirs were being 
provided, reservoirs which would ¢on- 
tain more water than the cubic space 
of the interior of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. It had been found that water 
not altogether pure became pure by 
natural action after storage for a few 
weeks,

The incident occurred on Nov. 4 
at Portland after the conclusion of 
the manoeuvres, Admiral Scott being 
senior naval officer in the port. 
Having received the order to “paint 
ship” Sir P. Scott made a signal to 
the Roxburgh, which was outside the 
ht nea carrying out firinggprac- 


ce. 

"Paint work appears to be more in 
demand than gunnery, so you had 
better come inside the breakwater in 
time to paint  hcoed ship and look 
pretty by the 8th. 

Signal to Be Expunged. 

Bome time after this message had 
been sent to the Roxburgh the Chan- 
nel fleet, under the command of Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford, arriv- 
ed at Portland. Two days later, on 
Nov. 8, Lord Charles Beresford made 
a signal to the combined Channel 
fleet and First Cruiser squadron, in

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Arbiter and Arbitrary. 
If an arbitrator is chosen to end a 
dispute, says the London Chronicle, 
there is no reason to dread that his de- 
cision would be arbitrary, though the 
two words are very near relatives. An 
arbiter, the Latin ‘word which used 
to be more common as English than 
it is now, meant by derivation simply 
“one who went to” something to ex- 
amine it, and so at first a spectator or 
witness. Then in Roman law it assum- 
ed the technical sense of an. umpire.

don or the provinces. Its aim, as 
most peuple Are aware, is to efiable 
the different banks to reach a settle- 
ment every 24 hours. Every morning 
checks drawn upon all the other clear- 
ing houses are delivered from the dif- 
ferent banks, and before they are de- 
spatched their amounte are entered in 
a book. Sitting at the desks of the 
clearing house are clerks belonging 
to all the banks interested. Ta the 
morning each clerk finds on his desk 
a pile of checks drawn upon his bank, 
and fhe amounts aré cheeked, When 
this laborious process is finished the 
clerks of the different banks return 
to their headquarters. 

The busiest time of the day (dut- 
ing which there are three clearings) 
comes: just before four o’clock, wien 
the “runners”’ rush in at the lest mo- 
ment with bundles of checks to 
be examined. Then comes the heav: 
task of arriving at a balance. Al- 
though nearly a hundred million 
pounds has been known to pass 
through the clearing house in the 
course of the day not a single farthing 
of it is in coin, 

For the genesis of the clearing 
honse you must go back to the year 
1775, when a Mr. Irving, a clerk to 

essrs. Fuller~suggested that a room 
should be hired where clerks from 
various banks could meet for the pur- 
pose of exchange. The ground floor 
of No. 7 Lombard street was chosen 
for the purpose, but with an increase 
of business the cleoring house was 
removed in the year 1814 to No. 2 
Lombard street. The joint stock banks 
were not admitted until the year 1854, 
but even now all the metropolitan 
institutions are not represented at 
the clearing house, and owing to the 
consolidation of the banking system 
of recent years the number of clear- 
ing banks represented is not more 
than eighteen. The bankers’ bank 
is the Bank of*England.. Until a few 
years ago. four private banks owned 
the clearing house. Since then a com-

THE SURRENDER TO JAPAN 
Canada Gave Up Control of Her 
Immigration..Laurier Govern- 
ment Alone Responsible.— And 
Now Becomes a Suppliant to 
Japan. 


Ottawa, Feb. 1.—At 3 o’clock 
On Wednesday morning, January 
2gth, the House of Commons by a 
straight party vote rejected the 
following motiun proposed by Mr. 
Borden respecting Japanese treaty : 

“That the ratification of the said 
treaty of 1906 was almost immed- 
iately followed by a great influx ot 
Japanese laborers into Canada; 

That in the opinion of this 
House, Canada should not ‘enter 
into or accede to apy treaty which 
deprives parliament of the 
of immigration into this country; 

That this House, while express- 
ing its profound appreciation of the 
friendly intentions and courteous 
assurances of the Japanese govern- 
ment, and while declaring its sin- 
cere desire for the most cordial re- 
lations with the Japanese people, 
desires nevertheless to record its 
strong protest against a policy un- 
der which our wage earning pop- 
ulation.cannot be protected from 
destructive invading competition 
except by entreating the forbear- 
ance and aid of a foreign govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Borden and other speakers 
showed, and the government could 
not deny that the present situation 
is described in the above motion. 
Mr. Lemieux has returned trom 
Japan with an arrangement. of 
which the only record is contained 
in a letter from the Japanese for- 
eign minister, who makes the fol- 
lowing statements. 


The existing treaty between Ja- 
pan and Canada absolutely guar- 
antees to Japanese subjects full 
liberty to enter, travel. and reside 
in any pact of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

It is not the intention of the Ja- 
panese government to insist upon 
the complete enjoyment of these 
yuaranteed rights. 

The Japanese government has 
decided to restrict emigration and 
will meet the desires of thé.

Flies Spread Disease. 

The common house-fly bas long dwelt 
an object of suspicion among intelligent 
and woral communities, but it has re- 
mained for a committee of the New York 
Merchants’ Association to catch him red- 
handed in the act of poisoning whole 
neighborhoods, This committee was 
struck by the prevalence of summer in- 
testinal diseases and typhoid fever along 
the water-front of the city.

Bondholders’ Unclaimed Money. 

The postoffice profits slightly by the 
destruction of stamps which have been 
paid for and the treasury gets the 
benefit of bills which are lost and nev- 
er found. A large source of irregular 
profit lies in the failure of bondholders 
to present their bonds for redemption. 
Unclaimed money in the treasury due 
to bondbolders amounted to nearly a 
million dollars in 1861, and the sum is 
much greater now. Of a loan which 
fell due in 1900 the sum of $32,000 re- 
mains unclaimed. Nearly $100,000 is 
still unpaid of the 5 per cent bonds 
which were due in 1904, This year 
over $100,000,000 thirty year 4 per cent 
bonds came due on July 1. Special in- 
ducements were offered to secure early 
redemption, Yet at the end of the 
month $13,000,000 still stood in the 
treasury on this account, although in- 
terest has ceased.—Youth’s Companion.

Care of the Nails 


R. L. M.—On no account should the 
skin around the nails be cut. If you do, 
you will have ‘‘hang” nails. Nor should 
the nails ever be cleaned with, the scis- 
sors, or a knife, or anything sharp. If 
nails are over-dirty, or discolored, rub 
lemon on, and in a_ little bowl make a 
wurm lather of strong soap and water, 
and soak each hand, the nails only, for 
at least five minutes. 

The less you irritate the skin between 
the nail and the hand the better. In 
fact, some people who have never used 
a nail brush need never use one at all. 
The nails clean themselves in soap and 


water. If the sides of a scissors are 
used to push back the skin, the hard- 
ness of the steel may bruise the nail, 


causing the white marks which so spoil 
the appearance of the nails.
